SEVERAL KNOTTY

Paris, April 22.—Premier Orlando 
absented himself from this morning’s 
session of the “Big Four.” 
While no official 
statement 
was 
forthcoming regarding the status of 
Italy’s territorial claims, it was un­ 
derstood the deadlock continued and 
that the Italians had 
stood 
aside, 
willingly or otherwise, to permit con­ 
sideration of other problems. 
Japan’s demand for ratification oi 
her occupation of Kiao Chau and che 
Shantung peninsula presents a situa­ 
tion paralleling the position of Italy. 
Presentation of the Japanese claims 
has been deferred from day to day 
since last week owing to the pressure 
of the Italian question. 
It was an­ 
nounced last night that if the Italians 
did not appear before the “Big Four” 
today, Viscount Chinda 
would 
be 
heard on the Japanese claims. 
Japanese representatives conferred 
informally with the Chinese delegates 
yesterday regarding the amicable set­ 
tlement of the question which in­ 
volves territory that is admittedly 
Chinese and which was to be awarded 
to Japan under a secret treaty simi­ 
lar to the “pact of London,” on which 
Italy's demands are based. 
It was 
admitted in Japanese circles that this 
conference failed of its purpose and 
that the matter must now be denn­ 
ed by the ‘‘Big Four.” 
Meanwhile, unofficial 
information 
received in Paris tended to show that 
Orlando and Sennino are guided in 
their attitude largely by the internal 
situation at home. 
It was reported 
that conditions there are such that a 
revolution—either /bolshevik or re­ 
publican is likely soon. 
Distribution 
facilities are poor, the coal supply is 
greatly reduced and the whole nation 
is known to be 
uneasy. 
Socialistic 
demonstrations, 
with 
occasional 
anarchist disturbances are becoming 
more numerous. 
Many observers ex­ 
pressed the belief that continuance of 
the present government depends upon 
the peace delegation's-settlement 
the Fiume question.

United Press today. 
Barth, who was a member of the 
provisional cabinet, just completed r 
three months tour of Germany, study­ 
ing developments and determining the 
strength of the workmen. 
The threatened monarchist revolu­ 
tion may be averted, lie said, by p 
popular uprising which would result 
in establishing a proletariat dictator 
ship. 
Among other statements made 
by Barth was that— 
Germany can and should pay for the 
destruction she wrought. 
There is already enough 
food 
in 
Germany, if it were fairly distributed. 
France is justified in fearing Ger­ 
many and demanding that 
German 
militarism be positively destroyed. 
President Wilson has been deceived 
by the present German government. 
The allies made a mistake in com­ 
promising with Germany on the Dan­ 
zig question, as the militarists now be­ 
lieve they can get what they want at 
Versailles. 
Germany ought to have a “dictated 
peace” as it is all she deserves.
